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FIELD HOCKEY 
SEASON: 5-13 CONF: 2-4 


The 2017 season was another year of successful 
growth for the Mountain Hawks. In Coach Caitlin Dallmeyer’s 
second season, the team finished 5-13, however much of 
the success came outside of their wins and losses. In the 
end, the program reached five wins for a second straight 
season for the first time in 10 years. Additionally, they 
allowed only an average of 14.1 shots per game, the fewest 
since 2007, resulting in six games with one or fewer goals. 





The Mountain Hawks started off the season with a 1-O 
victory over LIU Brooklyn, the second consecutive year that 
the team opened with a win. Although the next few games 
were tough for the Mountain Hawks, they still were able to 
outshoot opponents and contro! possession, preparing them 
for improved performance later in the season. 


In the second half of the season, Lehigh picked 
up three victories, including a 3-2 Senior Day win over 
Georgetown along with a 1-0 win at a Colgate. The Mountain 
Hawk's proudest achievement of the 2017 season was their 
1-O shut out over Lafayette. After a scoreless regulation-time 
game, the Mountain Hawks were able to score in overtime in 
order to secure the win over the Leopards for the first time in 
13 years. With help from that win, Lehigh also finished the 
year ahead of Lafayette in the Patriot League standings for 
the first time since 2007. 


Beyond any of the statistics, the successes for 
the Mountain Hawks this year were validation that Coach 
Dallmeyer’s championship culture is making an impact. The 
team is working hard in the offseason and excited to begin 
an even better 2018 season.
